Print book: How Democracies Die, by Daniel Ziblatt and Steven Levitsky 


The authors, the page count, the language and year of publication are all useful information. The 
year of publication is particularly relevant as politics are constantly changing so for research 
purposes one may need to locate current information. Politics and government, democracy, 
democracy in the United States are all useful subject headings. The description of the book is 
also useful in giving users a preview of the substance of the book. 


This print book is missing more subject headings. I think it would be easier for patrons to locate 
this book if the subject headings were expanded. There is only one physical copy of this book, 
and it is available only through interlibrary loan or home delivery through the Law Library. 
There is no e-Book version of the book. Additionally, there is a subject heading political culture 
but no subject heading on anything related to law, yet the book is only available through the law 
library. 


Since I have read this book, I am familiar with the content. With that said, I think that in the 
subject we could add authoritarianism, authoritarian governments, soft democracy, and 
neoliberalism. Additionally, I would go as far as describing the cover of the book as Black with 
large white letters. A user may have seen the book somewhere and is attempting to locate it by 
the cover which is the only thing they remember. 


E-book: One Person, No Vote: How Voter Suppression is Destroying our Democracy, by Carol

The authors, the page count, the language and year of publication are all useful information. The 
year of publication is particularly relevant as state and federal laws change frequently. For 
research purposes one may need to locate information that is up to date with or meets the time 
frame specified in their research. It is also helpful to narrow down searches for materials that 
meet the search parameters. All the subject headings used are relevant, therefore useful. The 
description of the E-book is also helpful in giving users a glimpse of the contents of the book. 


Again, I am familiar with this book and feel that the subject headings could be expanded to 
include Voting Rights Act, voting laws, ID Laws, discrimination tactics, and Georgia State Laws 
to name a few. There is an abundance of information provided in this book with references on 
the back. A student could benefit from reviewing references on various state laws, voting, and 
historical context. This book is only available online through one E-book provider-Proquest. 


I would expand the subject headings to include many of the historical laws and current state laws 
regarding voting rights. These terms can serve as a point of reference which can aid a user in 
identifying more relevant materials for their research or personal needs. I would also include a 
description of this book’s cover depending on the edition. I believe there are two versions out 
with different covers, but this may also be helpful for a user to identity and locate this e-Book. 


Journal: One Person, One Vote: Estimating the Prevalence of Double Voting in U.S.

This journal is available through nine different vendors, while this makes the material accessible 
to various users at the same time, it may be overwhelming for a user to choose a vendor from 
which to view the journal. This journal also has many subject headings which are relevant to the 
content. Users should have no problem locating this journal. 


I did not find anything missing from this resource, 

I would not do anything different to describe this resource for users. 

Newspaper: Opinion (Los Angeles, Calif.) 

It is useful that the catalog includes the location of the newspaper which is Los Angeles, 
California. This alleviates any confusion with other newspapers by the same name in other 
countries. The genre and the description are also useful in making those distinctions. Being that 
the language is Spanish is also helpful for Spanish-speaking users who are searching for 


newspapers in their native language. This newspaper can be obtained from six different vendors. 


This record is missing a description of the newspaper logo. The description of the resource could 
also be translated to English. 


Descriptions of visuals may be helpful to some users. It may also be useful to describe the 
contents of the first page.
